DR. JOB WILLIAMS DIES, AGED 72 
— PRINCIPAL AMERICAN SCHOOL 
FOR THE DEAF 34 YEARS, ALSO 
18 YEARS A TEACHER — HE WAS 
BELOVED BY THE PUPILS, 



Dr. Job Williams, who for forty- 
n years was connected with the 
American School for the Deaf, 
thirty-four yearsot' which time he 
was principal, died early Sunday 
morning, March 15th, at his h< 
No. 126 Garden street. For the 
past few days he had been failing 
and the end was not wholly in 
pected. At an early hour yester- 
day morning a member of the 
family went to Dr. Williams's room 
and found that he had apparently 
died during his uleep. News of his 
death oaaaed deep torrow among 

the pupils, teaehers and supervisors 
for tbe School of the Deaf and the 
flag of the institution was placed at 
half-mast. 

Job Williams wan born in Pom- 
fret, Ct., March 1, 1B42, and had, 
therefore, just passed Ins seventy- 
second birthday anniversary. He 
graduated at Yale in 1804, and B 
teaching two years at n school on 
the Hudson, became In L80I 
teacher in theachool for the Deaf 

in Hartford, of Which the late Collins 

Stone was the principal. He was a 
iber in that institution for thir- 
teen yean and, at tbe death of Ed- 
ward no, who had SQCCei 
Collins Stone as prinicpal. Ih 

Williams became tbe principal. 

That was in 1879. I>r Williams 
/nod in Augustof lasl year alter 
completing his thirty-fourth year as 
prinicpal and his forty-seventh 
year in the work of benefiting deaf 

mute 

When, In recognition of his re- 
cent birthday, tbe teachers and of 
fleers of the school celebrated tbe 

occasion by unveiling a portrait of 
him to be placed on a wall of the 
chapel, Dr. Williams Stated that, 
before appointing him to be prin- 
cipal, tin* directors hesitated, on 
aeeOQnt of his feeble health, wh- 
as in the goodness Of God, he was 
spared to serve a longer time than 
any of the rive principals who were 
in that office before him* Since 

his retirement, Dr. Williams had 

been a frequent visitor in ibe 
school, wbere a welcome greeting 

and a hearty hand clasp a I 
awaited him from pupils and teacb- 
e,rs, all of whom had a deep aff<»C«

At the last meeting of the Local 
Committee early in January, the 
vSecretary was chosen by the Commit- 
tee to reply criticisms. He was told 
to wait till after the report was print- 
ed, and the committee was criticized. 
The committee also gave the Secre- 
tary some pointers about replying. 
The Secretary has forgotten some 
of the pointers, and in the following 
has put some new ones in the place 
of things he forgot, so Mr. A. H. 
Greener and Masaniello will have 
some hard work to find out which 
is the other. 

You two gentlemen have some- 
times seen a large dog follow a farm 
wagon, or a lady, or something 
through a street. His tail was stand- 
ing up, waving a little as he trotted 
along. His head was held high, 
ears cocked, eyes alert and set 
straight ahead. Around some cor- 
ner comes a little dog. He sees the 
big strange dog, he runs to him and 
barks. Other little dogs come run- 
ning around corners, and out of 
yards. They want to know what it 
is all about. They get excited, and 
bark and bark. Soon some begin to 
take a nip at the big dog. The big 
dog trots on as if nothing was hap- 
pening. But bye and bye some little 
dog gives the big dog a particularly 
hard nip. Instead of laying low like 
Br'er Rabbit, the dog is compelled 
to turn around. 

You gentlemen forget or do not 
know some things. We know you 
wrote what you believed was right, 
and what was wrong Do not you 
know that the local committee, with 
the exception of Mr. Allabough, 
was made up of callow youth and 
inexperienced older persons. Can't 
you think how we felt with the con- 
vention five or six weeks distant, 
and only about 200 or 300 dollars in 
sight, and a boat ride contracted for 
at $200. Don't you remember Mr. 
Allabough told you that our liabilities 
were inure than our assets at that 
time, or something like that ? I 
have not his words at hand, as I 
. on the Journal. I am afraid 
Jvdi tor Hodgson will not like me for 
cheating him out of a subscriber. I 
would like to tell you that when this 
city tfas trying to get the convention 
to come here, an official of the N. 
A. D. wrote to me and said we must 
guarantee to raise $2000.00 Two 
thousand dollars is an awful big 
pile of money and it frightened us 
all except Mrs. Bates. Mr. Al- 
labough was not frightened. II r 
said that was a mistake. We never 
wholly got over our fright, even after 
Ex President Hanson told us $600 
more or less ought to do. We did 
not have that $600 when we began 
to pay commissions. 

Turning to the report of the Local 
Committee in the Journal, you will 
find towards the close of Kx 1 
Hanson's letter of instructions, " In 
the matter of local enpenditures, the 
Local Committee has a free hand in 
making contracts an*' litures." 

The Committee believed they were 
going to fall in a deep black pit, and 
be saddled with debt after the con 
vention. They were afraid they 
would carry a load like Christian in 
the Pilgrim's Progress for years. 
They thought their future socials 
and ent' I uta for the benefit 

of the Home for Aged Deaf, etc., 
would have to oe for the benefit of- 
Debt for years. They .were truly 
scared. Mr. Friedman, the Finan- 
cier, felt it was up to him. He sug- 
gested commission. We adopted 
it. We made contracts with our 
solicitors. The expenditure for 
was to put vim and ini- 
our solicitors. Neglecting 
one's work for daily bread, to solicit 
of business houses that close at noon 
during summer months is not expect- 
ed of any one unless he or she was 
favorably situated. Mrs. Bates was 
the only one who was favorably 
She was on her vacation. 
She did not procure one cent. If 
she had used her personality and in- 
ice and asked for subscriptions, 
I for o 1 sure < sions 

would not have been thought of. I 
am very sure she could have swelled 
BndowmenJ Fund 2 or 3 or 4 
times over, single-handed. 

Bat she would have insisted on 
h more being spent for entertain- 
told me after the con- 
ion, we ought to have spent all 
or nearly all for entertainment. Hut 
we were and are but callow youths 
and inex d older persons with 

the exception of Mr. Allabough, we 
thought from what we read that the 
lowment Fund was pitifully small 
and the Volt a fund much too 

big, and that the whole of the N. A, 
I), wanted to see the Hndowment 
we know Mr, Robert 
Taylors (the Lord bless him) hog- 
pig will grow (Masaniello, which 
the J,ord bless?).

goods. It is not polite to look a 
gift horse in the mouth. We be- 
lieve that only a few have lookc 
the month of our gift horse.

believe a great majority like the 
horse very, very much. One very 
nice gentleman wrote me that the 
interest on $500. in the Endowment 
Fund, is equal to 40 perpetual mb- 
MBBRS paying dues for ever and ever 
and ever. If this old world lasts 50 
millions of years, the total interest 
from $500 (not compounded) would 
be one billion. What would a few 
hours of fun and pleasure weigh 
against all that the money in the 
Eudowment Fund will do ? 

Mr. Greener and Masaniello, do 
you remember that as late as last 
May or June, there was some talk of 
postponing the convention, or even 
taking it away from this town ? 
That caused many deaf persons and 
deaf societies in Ohio to hold back 
contributions, or to postpone enter- 
tainments to raise funds for the con- 
vention. The talk also threw a wet 
blanket on the the solicitors in this 
city. Don't you think the N. A D. 
at large was, in view of above, par- 
tially to blame in causing a situation 
that led to our adopting the commis- 
sion plan. 

Members of the chamber of com- 
merce here told us it was the uni- 
versal custom to pay active solicitors 
a commission. 

We felt that it wan a matter con- 
cerning the chamber of commerce of 
the city from whose business men 
the money was solicited, and so con- 
sulted them, not the Executive Com- 
mittee of the N. A. D. 

No commissions were allowed on 
voluntary contributions, or from 
any money sent by any society. A 
solicitor had to work to get his com- 
mission. 

Mr. Hermann Koelle got the $200 
contribution from the Hollenden 
Hotel. He asked a contribution 
and the manager offered $200.00 if 
we would cancel the agreement to 
use another hotel as headquarters. 
Maybe it was rivalry or maybe ad- 
vertisement that prompted the dona- 
tion. We do not know. The $200 ia 
listed in the $303 opposite Mr. Koel- 
les name. He received $40. for that, 
and spent most of it sowing seed to 
get more cash elsewhere. 

One reason Mr. Ayers quit his job 
to give all his time to convention 
matters was on account of the callow 
youths and inexperienced older per- 
sons. Plans were made and he sent 
ahead, only to have them thrown 
over for newer plans at the next 
meeting of the Committee, and even 
we came back to original plans several 
times. It was often embarrassing to 
the young man to go back to some 
party and drop negotiations. 

Our subscription blanks, among 
other things, stated that the balance 
of the money left was to go to the 
Endowment Fund, stating a few 
objects of the Fund. I would sug- 
gest Mr. Friedman send a copy of the 
subscription blanks to the Journal, 
for publication. 

Take the Committee's word for 
it, he had to work hard, and he did 
what few thought he could do. 

Mr. Allabough said he ( Mr. Al- 
labough) could not have done what 
Mr. Ayers did, nor could any one 
else have done as well, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. Bates. Mr. Ayers' 
father was his mainstay, being a 
business man of this city and con- 
versant with convention business 
details. Mrs. Ayers acted as his 
private secretary, keeping track of 
everything and prompting him. We 
are proud of Mr. and Mrs. Ayers. 

They did not receive free board 
and lodgings atjthe Hollenden Hotel, 
for I saw the bill sent them for board 
and lodgings They were offered 
free board and lodgings at the 
American House about % of a .mile 
away, but Mr. Ayers, the young 
thought be could not spare the 
time to trot back and forth. I 
would have accepted board and lodg- 
ings 30 or 40 miles away to escape 
paying the bill he paid. I think he 
will trot back and forth next time. 

Mr. Greener, our old friend, and 
Masaniello, our friend, we hope that 
you will tell the world that you be- 
lieve as we believe, that we have 
done the right thing according to 
our lights, and we hope all our other 
friends will take our view of the 
matter.

March 14, 1914.— We bad no in- 
tention to criticise the actions of 
the Cleveland Social Committee of 
the N. A. D., in our remarks a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, anent the giving 
of a percentage for collections made 
and particularly had we no inten- 
tion to arouse the ire of Bro. Alia 
bough, for the whole matter belongs 
to the past, The impulse, which 
brought forth what we said, was in 
spired by President Howard, who 
requested opinions from members 
on the subject in order to avoid a 
repetition of the like at future 
conventions. The only thing we 
thought the committee should have 
done, was the turning over lo the 
association the whole surplus in- 
stead of giving the major part to the 
Endowment Fund. There have 
been times when the association was 
in soi e need of money to meet cur- 
rent expenses. After the associa- 
tion has paid its honest obligations 
and there aie funds left not needed, 
they could then be handed over to 
the Endowment Pond, The Nor- 
folk Committee paid for the print- 
ing of the proceedings out of its re- 
ceipts. The Colorado Springs Com- 
mittee didn't, and the result was the 
report of the convention didn't 
come out till nearly three years 
after the meeting. We still firmly 
believe that the printing of the last 
convention proceedings should 
have come out of the $500 given by

Miss Dora Keen, who belongs ro 
a prominent Philadelphia family 
of that name, and who has achiev- 
ed fame as a mountain climber, 
faced an audience of deaf people 
to recount her successful ascent ot 
Mount Blackburn, Alaska, at All 
Souls' Hall, on the evening of the 
Fouiteenth of March. It must have 
been a queer experience to her 
to lecture to people who could only 
understand her through an inter- 
preter, but it was a very easy effort 
compared with her feats of climb- 
ing to the summits of mountains. 
She spoke with an ease and grace 
that was admirable, and her talk 
was interpreted into the sign Ian 
guage by Miss Margaret A Comp- 
ton, a teacher of the Ml Airy 
School, who also did exceedingly 
well. It is worthy of note, too, 
that Miss Keen gave this lecture at 
a price far below that which she is 
accustomed to get, foi which we 
should thank her. 

Miss Keen's ascent of Mt. Black- 
burn is the first attempt made by a 
woman, and she said the climbing 
of this sixteen thousand one hun- 
dred and forty feet mountain was 
like Arctic exploration, except that 
the distauce was not so great. It was 
more difficult than all the fifteen 
Swiss peaks that she has climbed 
out together. She had also climb 
ed Mt. McKiuley, but Mt. Black 
burn proved a much more danger- 
ous task. Five out of the seven 
men who accompanied her on this 
expedition, lost coinage and turned 
back. There were many thrilling 
points in the long and snail-like 
tiip over ice and snow, that made 
the lecture of unusual interest. 
Of much additional interest were 
the scenes depicted by lantern 
slides, of which there were about a 
bundled. Rev. Mr. Dantzer operat- 
ed the uiachiue, and did his p;irt 
creditably, also.
